ASST CHIEE OE STAFF LT. GENERAL CONSTANTIN POPA ANSWERED

ROMANIANS HAD REFUSED WITH NERVOUS BUT CRYPTIC "YES." HE ADDED

RUMOR APPEARED PREPOSTEROUS, IT WAS PUT TO GENERAL POPA BY 
ME AT NATO AMBASSADORS' REQUEST. POPS RESPONDED THAT THIS WAS 
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ONE RUMOR HE HAD NEVER HEARD AND IN ANY CASE COULD NOT BELIEVE. 
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
